_ the extraordinary confession of 
infallibllity was oceasioned by a 
birlhday party held for U Thant 
at the UNCA (U.N. Correspon- 
dents Association) Club one af- 
ternoon, not long ago, Ordinarily, 
this kind of things tendg to be a 
tepid social affair, attended out of 
a sense of duty, and generating 
little news and less information. 
A brazen little Interloper of a Free- 
lance journalist, luacking the pro- 
per credentials, had his own plans 
for this event, however. Instead of 
whispering the usual sweet and 
self-ingratiating nolhings into U 
Thant's car, he begged to inquire 
what mistaken decisions the Soe- 
retary-General had made in the 
course of his stewardship at the 
U.N. which disturbed him in the 
quiet of his home at night.

Shower of criticism 


U Thant, however, chose to 
stake hiy reputation on the some- 
what dubious proposition that 
however hopelessly wrong auyonc 
else might have been in the Mid- 
east crisis of May 1967, U Thant 
himself was unchaltlengeably right. 
That the proposition won less than 
universal ncelelm appears to have 
como ag a shock to the Seeretary- 
Goneral, and his _rightcousness 
complex may well hava sprouted 
in thal unoxpected shower of cri- 
ticlam which doseended upon 
fuis head ag a consequence of his 
conduct in that crisis. 

Tho criticiam was unexpected, 
considering the degree of esteem 
which Ὁ Thant had commanded 
before. Not that he had never beon 
taken to task by anyone at the 
U.N. Two years earlier, he had al- 
ready got himself Into hot water 
with the Americans over his in- 
creasingly open opposition to the 
Vietnam war. Earlier yet, the 
Russians had torn to ribbons his 
‘Wiegal” acheme for a bond issue 
to save the organization from 
financial bankruptcy, Withal, how- 
ever, he had employed proper dig- 
cretion — rather unlike his ‘two 
predecessors — particularly in 
stepping on powerful toes.

of impartiality, equated Egypt's 
boastful and massive breaches of 
the U.N.'s cease-fire with Israel's 
sporadic acts of self-defence, and 
set Egypt's refusal to negotiate 
pence off against Israel insistence 
on peace negotintions — to Tarac!'s 
disadvantage. OU Thant’s = re- 
port last week, which altempted 
to make ‘holy writ ont of the 
wrongheaded but still essentially 
tactical ‘balancing exerciae by Dr.

periodic manifestations of total

ΤΗΣ Government las decided 

in principla to adopt the 
recommendations of the Raveh 
Commission, whatever these may 
be, although the actual form 
that this support will take will 
depend on compromises between 
the different parties in the 
coalition, It is clear that rents 
are going to rise, and that the 
rise in the case of business 
Premises will be considerable, 
while in respect of homes the 
rise will vary, according to the 
Bize and nature of the pre- 
mises. Ii is not clear whether 
ihe Government plans to bring 
the whole matter of key money 
completely to an end over the 
next 10 or 15 yearr, as urged 
by Mr. Valero. 

In deciding to approve some 
rises in rent, the Government is 
actuated no doubt by the de 
aire to do justice ta those land- 
lords who are fetting inadequate 
returns, and by economic con- 
siderations. Allowing rents to 
Fravitate closer to true econo- 
mic valucs should add consider- 
ably to the Government's ἰη- 
come, both as a great landlord 
and as an even more powerful 
tax collector. As against this 
tenants of business premises will 
both deduct the higher rent 
from their allowable expenses for 
income tax purposes, and will 
pass on what they can, with 8 
little extra for luck, to the un- 
fortunate consumers.

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A SHORT, active man with a 
cherubie face scurries from 
Rroup to group in front of the 
Floodlit Western Wall. Outwardly, 
he resembles any one of the 
hundreds of bearded Hassidim in 
their long black coats and wide- 
brimmed hats who are always at 
the Wall. Only regular visitors re- 
cognise him as Rabbi Meir Ye- 
huda Getz, Rabbi in Charge of the 
Western Wall Area on behalf of the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs. 


The holder of two degrees from 
the Sorbonie and former immi- 
gration official in North Africa, 
Rabbi Getz claims a bond to the 
Wall which is closer perhaps than 
that of any other oan. 


Rabbi Getz's day at the Wail 
hegins in the dead of the night 
when most of the Cypital sleeps. 
But some Jerusalemites are 
awake, and there are pockets of 
iife in the city. One of these is 
at the Western Wall. There, small 
groups of pious Jews gather at 
about midnight for Tikun Hatzot 
—- the midnight service — a non- 
obligatory order of prayer at 
which the destruction of the 
Temple is bewailed. 


Salvaged marriages 


After dawn, as the daily stream 
of visitcrs gains momentum, Rab- 
bi Getz is available to those who 
geek his counsel in regard to 
their personal problems and pray- 
ers. 


According to the rabbi, one of 
the largest categories of troubled 
people are couples on the verge 
of divoree, who come to the 
Western Wall in a “last attempt” 
to salvage their marriage. The 
usually arrive aJone and many ca 
on Rabbi Getz to mediate and 
advise. Despite hia extreme mo- 
desty Rabbi Getz tells of his suc- 
cess in this area. The partners 
in many of these salvaged mar- 
rlages keep in contact with him. 


Then, of course, there are the 
thousands: who come to pray for 
loved ones who are 13}, and there 
is also the regular flow of sol- 
diers who eeme on the eve of 
thelr departure for the front. 
Many of the latter have never 
been taught how to pray and 
they uaua ly walk up to the Wal 
lean their forehead against it, ani 
whisper a personal prayer. 


Rabbi Getz smiles when. he 
thinks of another large class of 
worshippers.

rack from their hemelund ind sett 
ed them In lhe eliles of the Assy- 
vlan Emplre, including Persla and 
Media. 


Over the ages Pershin Jewry haa 
had “any ups and downs, the let- 
ter ineluding periads of persecution 
and, In the ΤΣ ni centuries, many 
attempts to furelhly convert them 
to Itum. One of the most infa- 
mous of these epidodes took place 
ἰπ 1830, when fiunalic Moslems 
killed more than 30 Jews and fore- 
ed the rest to necept Lsinm. But the 
new converts secredly continued to 
Observe thelr Jewlsh faith. 

But Porsian Jewry haa also had 
its “garden ages,” which have yet 
to be explored historically — in 
addition to those of Cyrus the 
Great ond Darlus,-and the one hin- 
ted at in the Book of Histher. One 
notable period of this sort wan the 
Telgn of the Mongol King Arghun 
Khan (1284-91). The Mongols 
fatablished a large ompire, Includ- 
ng Persia, where the Moslems 
Were ipushed Into the background 

Jews and Christians attained 
to key positions In government and 
commerce. During this perlod ἃ 
Peralan Jew reached a position 
Sf eminence equalled by no other 
Jew during the Middie Ages. This 
man, whose figure is still partly 
shrouded in mystery; was Sa’ad a- 
Daula ben Moshe. 

‘A-Dauta, of Abhar (northern Per- 
sia), was originally a phyaiclan at 
the Court in Baghdad and Tabriz. 
In 2288 he way appointed olief of 
the financial administration of Iraq

“chief, he appointed . many of his rela-.

happened, the rise of a Jew to such 
au high poasitlon roused the envy of 
the Mungols — Christians and Mos- 
lems alike, Perslan and Arabic 
suurces, praise u-Daula's successful 
ndministration; speak of his Intell!- 
gener, Integrity and noble bearing; 
and report that he enlunced the 
atniua of all the Jewa dn the Dm- 
plre. But they alse brought wild 
neeusntions aguinst him. One of the 
weeusntions was the famillar one 
that he was urging Arghun to con- 
quer Mecca and replace the holy 
Ka'abn stonn with a pagen altar. 
The campaign of Incltement had 
Its effect. When Argh Khan el 
critically ΠῚ and a-Daula, was - 
whle ἐμένα hla Ife, his detractors 
alleged that he had poisoned the 
ruler. A-Daula was arrested and 
cruelly put to death together with 
many of hia supportors. This wes

There are about half a dozen 
MaShona artists from different 
elans, living at the Tengenenge 
village. I talked with Bernard 
Matemera who has been at Ten- 
genenge for nearly three years. 
Normally uncommunicative, with 
a reputation for being taciturn, 
he opened up when I talked to 
him in his own dialect. 

“Do you know what you are 
going to make when you hold 
a piece of stone in your hands?" 
I asked Bernard. 

“No,” he said, “but first of all 
1 took at the stone and feel it 
all over, and then I begin to 
chip at it, and the stone speaks 
to me." 


Totem animals 


Many of Bernard’s sculptures 
bring together on a single unit 
different. physicul forms, a small 
bird wilh a human head, a man 
with the aching features of a 
rhino or a hahoun. For the 
student of anlhropology, — this 
work is of extreme interest. In 
the religious culture of the 
Shona people there is a belief 
that if a man eats the flesh 
of his tribal totem animal, he 
takes on some of ils bodily αἷς 
tributes. Bernard's “Rhino Mari 
(one of his earliest sculptures 
which [I saw before it was sold 
to an American collector and 
sent out of the country) shows 
ihe human nose lost in the 
rhino horn, the ponderous pen- 
dulous belly of the rhino, its 
exaggerated sexual characteris- 
lics. There is in the strained 
features the expression of 8 


man lost, the expression that 
Ulysses’ Argonauts might well 
have had when Circe changed 
them from men into animals. 

This emphasis of the spiritual 
beliefs a to the intrinsic 
value of Bernard's work,  al- 
though not all of it is tied to 
the spirit animals of the tribal 
totems. 

The tribal difference in the 
work of the VaNyao le and 
the VaChewa, also from wi, 
is very marked. Carving cemes 
naturally to these people, in 
whose ritual dancing extensive 
use is made of the carved and 
woven masks, The features in 
their sculpture are strong and 
heavy, with distinct characteris- 
ties, while the work of the 
Zambians and the Chikundu peo” 
ple of Mozambique is sm ν᾿ 
with fewer angry lines. Althongh 
the sculptors work together, they 
do not seem to become jue 
enced by the tribal differences 
in one another's work. 

The various tribal groups re- 
tain their own identity, keeping 
sepnrate and distinct. The Va- 
Nyao people practise tribal 
rituals, performing their ceremo- 
nial dances at regular intervals, 
with the beautifully woven bull 
masks which are used to sym- 
holise power and the male qua- 
lities in the initiation of young

(GENERAL Dieo Dimitrov, a 
Hollywood producer, director 
and screenwriter, is to make a 
$0m. superspectacular film, "The 
Immortal Piano,” in Israel. The 
filn is based on the history of a 
famous pine, made, accarding ta 
legend, from two of (he pillars of 
Solomon's Temple, which was 
eventually stolen by Rommei and 
hidden in the Western Desert. It 
was ultimately recovered by an 
Israeli, Avner Carmi, who, apart 
from being a maker and tuner of 
pianos, described the hislory of 
this particular piano ina 1960 
best-seller. 

Generally Dimitrov — he acqui- 
red his rank leading Bulgarian 
guerrillas against the Nazis dur- 
ing World War Π — is a voluble 
and excitable disciple of Cecil 
De Mille, with whom he worked 
in Hollywood. Seeing "The 
Immortal Plano" as a chance 
to tell the world the story of Is- 
rael, from the time that the Land 
was promised to Abraham until 
the state was created in 1948, he 
looked around for the right suc- 
cessor of De Mille to handle s0 
vast a project.

Kyung-Wha Chung, 
a@ slip of a girl barely in her 
twenties, entranced Previn, the all- 
male London Symphony Orchestra, 
and later that evening the entire 
Royal Festival Hall audience with 
δι sensational performance of Tchal!- 
hovsky's Violin Concerto. 


International scene 


Since then Kyung-Wha Chung 
has stormed the International music 
scene. On nation-wide American te- 
levision. On BBC TV. With the 
major orchestras of Paris, Vienna, 
London, Brussels. And in April she 
embarks on an extensive tour of 
the Far East — Osaka, Tokyo, 
Hong Kong, Seoul — as guest solo- 
Ist with Previn and the London

But with charm, 
a brilliant heart-warming smile and 
utter gingle-mindedneas Kyung-Wha 
Chung has made it. She has also 
established something very rare... an 
knstinctive “rapport” with the or- 
chestras she plays with, How.?
